Gobin, the daily output averages 600,- 
ftOO gallons. The niter at the plant 
of the Gettysburg Water Works has a 
daily capacity of 300,000 gallons of 


rwater, and1' it is therefore necessary 
for ttie company to filter 6y a chemical 
process t'fie additional SOO.,000.. 


To keep the supply up to the re- 


quirements of the town, with its 4.000 
residents and the camp with its 8,000 
citizen soldiers, it is necessary to keep 
tne pumps running day and night. 
The company has a reservoir with a 
capacity 
of 1,000,000 gallons. The 


pumping-- station is four and a half 
n^iles southwest of the town, and the 
water is drawn from Marsh Creek, a 
mountain stream.

Best Camp Ever Held". 


Camp Gobin, however, from every 


other point of view is said to be the 
best camp ever held by the National 
Guard of Pennsylvania. At the con- 
clusion of the inspection of the three 
brigades last week Governor Stuart 
declared 
that "the militiamen ot 


Pennsylvania are nearing the point of 
perfection. These young men are all 
employed at their several vocations 
throughout the year, yet they can 
come here for eight days during the 
summer and display training which 
regular army officers here speak of in> 
the highest terms. I am perfectly; 
satisfied and also delighted at the Na- 


tacking infantry fired, ran forward 
dropped on their knees, then took po- 
sitions behind boulders and trees, and 
the umpires counted out entire com- 
panies as being either killed or mor- 
tally wounded.

Review Day. 


Notwithstanding the dark clouds of 


Wednesday a great throng of people, 
citizens of the town and country and 
visitors gathered on the parade ground 
early in the afternoon, but the lower- 
ing clouds did not mar the spectacle 
with any rain and it was only when it 
was all over and almost dark that a 
light rain fell for a few minutes. 


The review was considered one of 


the most picturesque ever held and the 
last that Governor Stuart will hold. 
At 4.30 the Governor on his prancing 
steed Dutch, the same animal he rode 
two years ago, and attired in a frock 
coat and wearing a silk tile, galloped 
from division headquarters and the 
ceremonies of the review began. 


The commander-in-chief called the 


name of Sergeant George Austin of 
Battery C, of Phoenixville. 
Sergeant 


Austin left the line and rode to the 
Governor, who pinned a gold medal 
for 39 years service in the Guard on 
his breast. The medal was the gift 
of the late General Riley, and was the 
sixth one to be awarded to men who 
have spent many years in the service 
of the National Guard. This medal 
would have gone to Rev. Daniel Eber- 
ly had he lived but a few weeks longer 
to be present at this encampment. 
Sergeant Austin helped to organize 
Battery C, and in his 39 years' ser- 
vice has been on duty at the railroad 
strikes in 1877, the Homestead riots 
of 1892, the coal strike of 1902, and 
that in Hazelton in 1897. 


When the honor had been awarded 


the Governor dashed across the field 
at the head of his staff and began his 
last inspection as the 
regimental 


bands struck "Hail to the Chief." In 
a few minutes he had gave the signal

Story of a Sword. 


The widow of Col. R. P. Roberts of 


the^l40th,Pa. Regiment was a guest of 
the Eagle Hotel last week and she told 
a very interesting story of her hus- 
band at the battle of Gettysburg. Col. 
Roberts led his regiment into the 
fight at the wheatfield early in the af- 
ternoon of July 2, 1868, and was kill- 
ed while gallantly leading his men, 
falling at the loop west of the wheat- 
field. Col. Roberts had been .most ac- 
tive in mustering in his regiment and 
before the regiment left home the citi- 
zens of Beaver presented Tiim with a 
handsome sword upon which his name 
was engraved. This sword he carried 
into the fight at 
the 
wheatfield. 


When his body was recovered after 
the fight was over it had been stripped 
of the uniform and the sword was 
missing. lAter after, the battle of, the 
Wilderness, 'when the Union details 
were gathering the bodies of the dead 
and burying them, they found a dead 
Confederate "officer and he was wear- 
ing the sword of Col. Roberts. 
The 


detail took the sword and finding the 
name of the officer engraved thereon, 
sent it to his family and today the 
sword lost at the Loop at Gettysburg 
and recovered at the Wilderness, is 
one of the most treasured keepsakes j 
of the, Roberts family.

"I do not believe there is any de- 


partment in the Federal Government 
or in any State Government that is 
more thoroughly, more carefully, more 
honestly or more efficiently managed 
than the military department of Penn- 
sylvania. It only remains for the offi- 
cers and men to keep up the work, and 
not relax in their efforts along the 
lines new well established. The only 
regret I have is I am not just begin- 
ning in the good work."

Shortly after the army of blue sight- 


ed the approach of the army of red 
the latter located the outposts of the 
former. General Coryell tried as a 
ruse dispatching his whole headquart- 
ers flag away to the left but the ruse 
failed to mislead. 


As the army of red neared the 


trenches at a signal the carbines of the

composed of equal number* of the 
close aK-rOClatet uf Coluucl UuJI'ey aud 
those who had betu koowu as his op- 
poueuts iu recent contests witniu the 
party. This conference was laeld iu 
New York. It was agreed that the 
Democracy of Pennsylvania could no 
hope to succeed in the approachiug 
campaign unless factional differences 
were obliterated and a more effective 
aud harmonious oruauizatiou perfect- 
ed. The need Jor this was apparent to 
everyone ami the only debatable ques- 
tion was that of finding a favorable 
plan of liarmonixiug. Alter much 
discussion it was finally decided thai 
the befct way to bring about the desired 
result was to have Chairman Dewalt, 
of the Democratic State Committee, 
call a meeting of that body at Harris- 
burg, inviting thereto not only all of 
the members of the committee, but all 
of the Democratic County Chairmen, 
as weil as a number of other leading 
Democrats irorn diflereut sections of 
the State. It was then agreed, also, 
that, at the proposed meeting of the 
Democratic organization and leaders 
of Democratic thought at Harnsburg, 
provision should be made for the ap- 
pointment of a new committee, whose 
members should be authorized to en- 
list the co-operation afall Democrats 
of Pennsylvania in securing a more 
effective organization ; and,i in order 
that the movement might be general 
and remove all suspicion of the thought 
that it was intended! to promote the 
leadership of any particular individual 
or faction, it was agreed that this com- 
mittee should be empowered to solicit 
contribution:- to be used in strengthen- 
ing the organization, and that not 
more than one hundred dollars should 
be accepted from any one person to go 
into the proposed fund. 


Because ol the fast that much of the 


factional disturDance among the Fenu- 
svlvania Democrat- 'was due to condi- 
tions iu Philadelphia no one from 
Philadelphia wa* present at this Sew 
York conference. The oarticipaiits 
were Democrats outside of Philadel- 
phia. Subsequently Charles P. Don- 
nelly, of Philadelphia, was told of the 
meetings that had been held and of 
the arrangements that bad been made 
to bury past differences within tne 
raabs'oftae Democracy of Pennsyl- 
vania, to reunite the warrine interests 
and re-e=tab!istj the party by perfect- 
ing the organization snd strengthen- 
ing its facilities for^ fighting the com- 
mon enemy. Mr. Donnelly, represent 
ing the Philadelphia Democracy, ap- 
proved the pian fcoct agreed to co-oper- 
ate wi:h Colonel 
Gufiey and his 


friends and those who nad previously 
been fenown ssiKS opponents, iu bring- 
in e about the desired result. 


Plan Carried Out 


The plan wa= carried out to the 


letter, 'chairman Dewait issued the 
call of the meeting arHarrisburg and 
it was largely attended. The resolu- 
lutlon was presented and adopted ap- 
pointing a finance committee, headed 
by Vance MeCormiefe. of Harrisb.urg, 
to plan the] reorganization campaign 
and. collect the funds—not in excess of 
one hundred dollars from any one in- 
dividual—necessary to rarry ou the 
wort. 


Nothing had been said up to this 


present time by any one interested 
in the movement on the subject of 
candidates for the offices to be filled 
in Pennsylvania this 
year. Fol- 


lowing the 
Harrisburg 
meeting, 


however, there was considerable dis- 
cussion regardinc the most available 
candidate for Governor.

Treasurer iJerry was already in the 
field as an active aspirant for the 
Democratic nomination.

popular, and this was equally true 
among many of the earnest Demo- 
crats of the State who could not be re- 
garded as followers of Colonel Guffey. 
The initial reason for the opposition of

fey, 
(Senator Hall, and several of the 


important members of the so- 


called GuHey organisation were at 
first not inclined to favor the candi- 
dacy of Muubou, but, alter a great deal 
of discuf-siou, aud finding that there 
was a strong feeliutr among the Demo- 
crats of all factious throughout the 
State in favor of the nomination of 
Munsou, they came to the conclusion 
that he was the most available candi- 
date, and announced their willingness 
to support him. 


They were influenced to this con 


elusion largely by the demands from 
many Democratic county leaders and 
prospective candidates for the Legis- 
lature who urged as a reason for tb^ir 
preference for Munsou the fact that he 
had, as a candidate for the Supreme 
Court Judgeship. carried their count- 
ies, that he bad made many personal 
friends curing his canvass and tnat as 
a candidate for Governor his leader- 
ship would inspire many independent 
voters anxious to defeat tne Penrose 
machine. 
Tnis argument, 
coming 


from all quarters of the State, finally 
won Colonel Gufiey, Senator iiall and 
the other chief backers of the Demo- 
cratic organization, who had. at the 
beginning, thought of Senator De 
Walt, of Lehigb. or Senator Grim of 
Bucks, for the 'Democratic Guberna- 
torial nomination. 


Mr. Munson. at the beginning of the 


effort to name him for Governor, did 
not enthuse. The hard work of the 
previous campaign, together with the 
results obtained, had 
disheartened 


him. and he did not much feel like 
again becoming a candidate for office 
and expending more of his time and 
means in that direction. He finally 
agreed, however—and so stated pub- 
iely—that he would not become an 
active candidate for the Democratic 
nomination for Governor, but that if a 
majority of the delegates to the Demo- 
ratic Convention favored his nomi- 
nation he would accept. Privately 
Mr. Munson let it be understood that 
bis desires did not run in the direction 
of the Governorship. Be said that his i 
ambition was to become a Judge and j 
'rankly stated to those in his conn"-; 
dence that he had already sought, 
hrough friends, the aid of Senator 
Penrose to secure a Federal Judgeship 
should it be found possible to induce 
be President to name a Democrat 
rorn. Pennsylvania. 


When tnis became known, which 


was wheu Me. Munson was first urged 
to consent to the acceptance of the 
nomination for Governor and after the 
eaders had agreed to favor him, it 
was agreed that should a Judgeship 
;ome Munson's way in advance of the 
Democratic primaries he could honor- 
ably accept it, out that once the pri- 
maries were held and the delegates to 
the Democratic State 
Convention 


elected with the understanding that 
Munson would accept their votes, he 
could not in honor aceepi a Federal 


Democratic organization, are 
now 


known. Painstaking inveutigatfoi) has 
been made. Nothing haw been taken 
for granted, and all of the circumHtuu- 
tial evidence pointing to duplicity and 
double-dealing and involving one or 
more DeniotTitH present at AlJentowu 
during fuuveiitiuu week, haB been 
proven to be worthier as a nieuiib of 
connecting the Democratic leaders in 
question with the unexpected declina- 
tion of .Mr. MUIIHOIJ on the eve of the 
Democratic State Convention. If Mr. 
MUIJKIU was involved in any deal and 
impelled by any reasons other than 
those he hab publicly btuted for his 
action, it was not with the knowledge 
of any member of the Democratic or- 
ganization, and uoue of whom were in 
anyway responsible for the panic into 
which the delegates to the Alleutown 
Convention were thrown on the eve of 
the gathering. 


Iiumediately following the primary 


elections when it became known that 
the eflbrtb of Berry and Grim to cap 
ture a majority of the delegates to the 
State Convention had failed, formal 
pledges of enough delegates to nomi- 
nate Mr. Muuson were made to the 
WiJJiarusport man. 
He was given 


these pledges and assured of the sup- 
port not only of Colonel Guffey, Sena- 
tor Hall, chas. P. Donnelly aud their 
friends, but many other Democrats 
who bad long been known as being out 
of harmony with the Gufiey organiza- 
tion without the request of a single 
pledge involving the conduct of the 
campaign or the office of Governor 
should he win the election. His nomi- 
nation was assured, and he was con- 
sulted regarding the piatformou which 
be was to make the campaign, re- 
sponding with a series of planks cov- 
ering questions of State government. 


The impression that Mr. Munson 


was a politician was never justified. 
He was not. He was a good mixer 
and an effective personal campaigner, 
but with little or no knowledge of 


Judgeship should one be offered him. 


A Discordant Note. 


At the meeting of the Democratic 


State Committee called to launch the 
harmony proeram there was but one 
discordant note. That was produced 
by the friends of ex-State Treasurer 
Berry, wno presented a resolution 
making It possible for candidates for 
delegates to the Democratic State Con- 
vention to state their preference for 
Governor, aflord Democrats an oppor- 
tunity to instruct the delegates and 
binding the delegates so instructed to 
vote as ordered by their constituents. 


This resolution bad no sooner oeen 


introduced than it met with opposition, 
but the harmonizing influence of the 
occasion prevailed, theopposition wa« 
withdrawn and the resolution was 
adopted. 


This made it possible for any Demo- 


crat seeking a Domination to set up 
candidates for delegates at the primar- 
ies duly labeled with the name ot tbeir 
preference for Governor. It *-as a fair 
proposition and calculated to insure a 
square deal. Following the meeting 
only two active aspirants for the Dem- 
ocratic nomination for Governor en- 
tered the race. They were ex-State 
Treasurer Berry aad Senator Grim. 
It was made known, however, aud 
clearly 
understood that C- La Rue 


Munsou would accept the nomination 
if it were tendered him. Wheu the 
primaries were heid the delegates set 
up by Mr. Berry were elected iu a 
number of counties, out failed of elee 
tiou in most cases where uainstructed 
delegates favorable to Munsou were in 
the field, Senator Griai secured as 


s- if not moredelecates than Berrv 


larger than county politics except that 
obtained in his canvass of the State In 
1909. 


The weei: before the Allentown Con- 


vention Munson was impressed by an 
interview credited to ex-State Treas- 
urer Berry in which the latter was 
quoted as stating that If he did not 
get the Democratic nomination for 
Governor he would run as an inde- 
pendent candidate. 
Tbat worried 


Munson. He figured that it was use- 
Jess for him. to take the Democratic 
nomination if Berry ran independ- 
ently, as that would divide the Dem- 
ocratic and independent vote, and in- 
sure tue election of the Penrose candi- 
date. 


Munson Deals for Berry 


And so Mr. Mun=on decided to play 


politics. He came to Philadelphia 
and conferred with Mr. Berry's man- 
ager. Mr. Bonniwell, 
urging that 


gentleman to get his man to stop run- 
ning for Governor and consent to ac- 
cept a p'aee on the Democratic ticket 
for Lieutenant-Governor. Mr. Bonni- 
weil doubted Mr. Munson's ability'to 
get Mr. Berry the nooiinatiou for 
Lieutenant-Governor. but Mr. Muu- 
son said he would try. 


Senator Hall, of £!k. was in Phila- 


delphia, and Mr. Munson conferred 
with him, pleading that Mr. Berry be 
slated for Lieutenant-Gcvernor. Sen- 
ator Hall refused to agree to such a 


] proposition- 
He said that nothing 


was agreed upon except that Mun- 
eon was to be nominated for Gover- 
nor, and it would be up to the Allen- 
town Convention to decide upon the 
balsnee of the ticket. Mr Munson 
appeared to assume that Senator Hall 
could handle tne office any way he 
wanted, and threatened to refuse to 
accept tbe nomination for Governor if 
Senator Eall would not agree to favor 
Berry for Lleuteoaot-Governor. 


To this Hall replied tbat Munson 


did not dare take such a step, that the 
delegates had been elected, and he 
had promised to accept if nominated, 
and that he could not get out of the 
race on the pretext that he would not 
run if Berry was not on the ticket 
with Dim as tbe candidate for Lieu- 
tenant-Governor. 


Mtinson Threatens 


Mr. Munson was much wrought up 


over tbe situation. The weather was 
hot. aud shortly after the interview 
with Senator Hall and while on his 
way to s train he WPS attacked by ver- 
tigo, and became so dizzy that be had 
to be belc-ed to his seat in a parlor car.' 
His Illaess continued and did not re- 
spond rapidly to the treatment of a 
Williams-port pby*ie:au. He left Phil- 
adelphia after this coufereuce with 
Senator Hall on the Thursday pre- 
vious to the Allentowu Convention. 


On the following Sunday he asain 


met Senator Ka21 by appointment at 
Atlantic Ulty and informed him that 
tbe condition of bis health worried

this was true it w»y a valid excuse for 
the position Mr. MUUBOU sought to as- 
sume, but stated that it was his judg- 
ment that Mr. MuiiHon could not af- 
ford to take it without consulting one 
of the best-known physicians iu the 
country and having him certify after 
an examination thai it would jeopar- 
dize his life to make the campaign, for 
the Governorship. 


Mr. Munson agreed to this, aud Sen- 


ator Hall parted with him with the 
understanding that he was to go to 
Alleutowu on Monday while Muusou 
was to visit Dr. Muster in Philadel- 
phia, aud communicate the result of 
the medical examination to Hall at 
AlJentowu ou Tuesday morning, and 
that failing to secure the physician's 
certificate justifying his position he 
would accept the nomination for Gov- 
trnor. 


Mr. Munsou visited Dr. Musserou 


Monday afternoon of convention week, 
with the result already known that he 
advised him that his condition was 
such that it would be dangerous for 
him to engage in any work involving 
great effort or excitement. 


' Munson Gets Out. 


Mr. Munsou reached Williamsport 


on Mooday evening. He immediately 
wrote and mailed to N. M. JEdwards, 
who was in Allentown, the letter de- 
lining the nomination as well as a 
brief note to Senator Hall telling him 
to see Mr. JEdwards who would show 
him t'je letter fully explaining his 
position. 


Senator Hall received uis short note 


from. M unson early Tuesday morning. 
He immediately soughtEdwards, who 
declared he had received noletter. .Re- 
peatedly durius the day Hall sought 


j JtCdwards. aud as repeatedly JSdwards 
visited the hotel desk and the post of- 
fice inquiring for the expected letter. 
Edwards was in thorough ignorance 
of the contents of the letter, and al- 
though he was supposed to be Mun- 
son's closest political friend, had re- 
ceived no information of the attitude 
assumed by Munson. 


Late ou Tuesday evening a clerk in 


the Allentown hotel at "which Edwards 
was stopping discovered that there 


a letter for Edwards, that the let- 


ter had been there all day, but that 
another clerk had misplaced it in the 
letter case, which accounted for the 
fact that it was not delivered earlier. 


The'rest is history. Panic followed 


in the ranks of the leaders and taeir 
friends. 
Futile efforts, which con- 


sumed several hours, 
were made 


through the telephone to induce Mun- 
son to recall his letter of declination. 
It was midnight of the day before the 
convention when this effort was aban- 
doned because Munson persisted -in 
his refusal to run, and the hasty deci- 
sion of the Democrats who favored 
Munson to turn to Grim, and nominate 
him was made.- 


As stated it was close to midnight 


on the day before the Alientown con- 
vention when the final word was re- 
ceived from Munson that, he would 
not accept the nomination. His letter 
to I?. M. Edwards had beeu presented 
to the party leaders shortly after six 
o'clock, the intervening time until 
close to midnight being consumed in 
personal appeals over the telephone to 
Muuson, to withdraw his letter, Colo- 
nel Guffey, Senator Dewalt, Chas. P. 
Donnelly and all of the other leader* 
on tDe ground participating iu this 
fruitless effort. 


Guffey Favored Berry. 


Shortly before midnignt there was a 


conference in Colonel Guffey7s room. 
It was participated in not only by the 
close friends of Colonel Guffey., who 
had Jong been identified with his con- 
trol of tne Democratic organization, 
but by a number of others. Chas. P.

IX SOLDIERS UNIFORM CAUGHT 
BY AH ADAMS COOHTY CITIZElf 


lateresticf Story of the Times, 


Theft and Capture of a Gang 


of Desperadoes. 


Tbere were many alarm* during the 


Civil War throughout the border laud 
which would be vividly remembered 
if they stood aloue, but have paled be- 
fore the great conflict of 1863. 
The 


word '-The Rebels are Coining" was 
enough to produce one of' the alarms 
and among the last to take place was 
more than a year after the battle. 


General McCauslaud on July 30th 


burned Chamberebure and the news 
of the raid and burning quickly spread 
to Ad tins county and aroused this 
community. The fact is, various mar- 
auding parties of Confederates came 
into the county at the time, one reach 
ing a point at Willow Grove, two 
miles west of Cashtown and secured 
•bout sixty horses ic that neighbor- 
hood. Both the stores at Cashtown, 
tbe one owned by the late Wm. RuH 
and tbe other by A. Scott, were de- 
spoiled of goods to tbe value of about 
*200 each. 


At Gettysburg tbe citizens learned 


the year before to their sorrow what to 
expect if the report of a raid was \vel i 
founded. Within a very few minutes 
after the news reached Gettysburg the 
town was in commotion. Horses were 
quickly saddled, bridled, mounted and 
hurried off to fancied places of safety. 
Carriages and wagons of all descrip- 
tions were quickly loaded with valu 
able documents from the poet-office 
and from the different Court House 
offices, banks and stores and sen 
eastward. 
The Baltimore pike, the 


York pike, as also tbe Bouueauville 
road were soon crowded with fugitives 
hurrying off with valuables. 
Such 


was the state of affairs three miles out 
tbe Baltimore pike in the White Run 
settlement. 


In tbe midst of the excitement word 


come to me from the late Michael 
Fiscel, whose eldest sou was in my 
employ tor that year, for us to hurry 
the horses to tbe White Church, the 
rendezvous, together with a supply of 
feed for the occasion. This was done 
in great baste and not a little confus- 
ion. 


Then it was that tbe first real trouble 


came. The horses, most of them, had 
just come from the fields hungry and 
thirsty after their day's work, and 
manifested a decidedly 
rebellious 


spirit. In other words they were in- 
clined to resent the unexpected burden 
placed upon them to go supperless on 
an indefinite journey embracing prob- 
ably the whole night. 


To help get the unwilling brutes 


fairly started Mr. Fiscel suggested 
that I join the mournful procession. 
To this proposition I readily agreed. 
Taking the seat beside Mr. Fiscel we 
fell in with the long line of fugitivet 
moving sorrowfully eastward, my 
hired man riding one of my bones and 
leading two others of mine on his 
right. 


We had not proceeded over a hund- 


red and fifty yards from the church 
when lo! and behold! not over a 
hundred paces ahead of us, on the 
pike opposite the residence of ex- 
Bherifl Lightner, who then occupied 
tbe place, we were amazad to see 
young Mr. Fiscel held up by three 
desperadoes, two of them wearing the 
Federal cavalry uniform, while the 
third seemed to be in civilian costume. 
Taking in the situation at once as a 
desperate one, I lost no time in jump- 
ing ofl the two-horse wagon loaded 
with feed for the horses on their sup* 
posed long and wearisome journey, I 
rushed up to the desperate group and 
demanded to know what it *11 meant. 
At first there was no response, but 
after repeated demands for an expla- 
nation tbe leader of the gang, a red- 
headed, sandy-bearded man of med- 
ium height, snapped out in an angry 
tone "Our horses are played out—we 
must have fresh ones. This one seems 
to suit us and we are going to take 
her," (a fine mare some six or seven 
years old.) 


"That is my beast, I cannot spare 


her. I lost two valuable horses last 
year by reason of the Gettysburg bat- 
tle and I cannot let you have her." 


"Tbere is no use talking; we are 


going to have the beast and you may 
go to h 
." 


I bad learned during the Gettysburg 


campaign of tbe year before that the 
General government pays no claims 
except on vouchers properly authenti- 
cated. 


Again appealing to them to ?pare 


my mare, 1 said : 


"Well, gentlemen, if you are de- 


termined to impress my mare which. 
at this time I can ill afford to spare, 
be good enough to give me something 
in tbe way of a voucher or receipt, so 
that i can make claim upon tbe gov- 
ernment for reimbursement." All the 
while the three desperadoes were busy 
removing the farm bridle and replac 
in« it with a bridle and saddle they 
bad with tbem. At this juncture a 
man in civilian clothes appeared, who 
mounted my mare and the three dis- 
appeared quickly in tbe vast throng 
moving down the pike. 


Dazed as I was for a moment, 1 soon 


determined to make at least some ef 
fort to obtain satisfaction. After con- 
siderable difficulty, I learned that the 
mounted troops then moving down 
tbe pike in Che direction of Littler- 
Town was a detachment of Cole's Fed- 
eral Cavalry in command or Captain 
Winchester. This official was finally 
pointed out to me by one of bis men 
who seemed to have a little of the milk 
of human kindness in bis composition.

Fortunately just as tbe shades of 


night were falling fast o'er tbe Two 
Taverns landscape Captaiu Winchest- 
er's contingent filed to the right into a 
Held at the intersection of the Taney- 
town road with the Baltimore pike 
and soon had their camp established. 


Without tbe least molestation I was 


permitted to wonder through every 
portion of the camp in quest of my 
property, 
it was nightfall before I 


left the camp a deeply sorry and dis- 
appointed man. 
It is possible that 


this feeling of sorrow and disappoint- 
ment was intensified by the fact tbat, 
about a year and a half before I bad 
bought tbe mare on creo.it at a high 
price, giving my note in payment, 
which obligation had cot been satis- 
fied. 


Be that as it may there was but one 


thing left for me to do under the cir- 
cumstances, and that was to drag my- 
self home more dead than alive over 
the intervening two miles and a half 
to my lonely home to break the un- 
welcome intelligence to my distracted 
wife and first-born, the latter of whom 
could, with help, ride the gentle mare 
and who was wont to lisp her sweet 
name. 


It was just as I feared. Scarce had 


I stepped o'er the threshold on my re- 
turn to the isolated house which I was 
then glad to own, and where I had 
spent the happiest years of my life, 
when the query came from the inno- 
cent prattling boy.

No supper for the weary home-comer

The suspense and 


agony were all the greater because of 
the cruel dread of another invasion by 
Lee's army so loudly proclaimed by 
men who should have been made of 
sterner stuff. 


By this no criticism is intended. 


From a military view-point it may 
have been entirely right and proper 
for the large and well equipped body 
of cavalry to beat a hasty retreat from 
the scene ot trouble in Franklin coun- 
ty on the fateful 30th of July, 1864, for 
the reason that the enemy in and 
around Chambersburg probably out- 
numbered the Union forces four to 
one, but we submit that it was in bad 
part for them to skedaddle ae they did 
across the South Mountain into Adams 
county creating intense excitement 
and alarm throughout tbe en tire south- 
ern belt of Adams county. 


There are people yet living in Get- 


tysburg who recall that awful day— 
that day of alarm, suspense and agony. 
The declaration was made that Cham- 
bersburg was burned by order of Gen. 
Lee, tbat his army was advancing in 
great force in tbe direction of Gettys- 
burg, that ail farmers who desired to 
save their farm stock and other mov- 
able property, should loose no time in 
doing it, and that the citizens of Uet- 
ty, burg and other towns throughout 
tne county should take steps at once 
to get everything of value that was 
capable of removal to places of safety. 


In 
Gettysburg the 
excitement 


quickly rose to fever beat. The chief 
of the county officials, the bank of- 
ficials, the merchants, the postmaster, 
as also a number of persons who had 
become prominent in various lines 
deemed in prudent to make them- 
selves scarce—all made haste to find 
safety in flight. 


After 1 reached borne on that event- 


ful Saturday night. I sougnt surcease 
of trouble in sleep, but sleep came not 
at my bidding.

Number One. 


A CONCURRENT RESOLUTION 


Proposing • an amendment to section 


twenty-six of article five of the Con- 
stitution of tbe Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania. 
Resolved (if the Senate concur), 


That the following amendment to sec- 
tion twenty-six of article five of the 
Constitution of Pennsylvania be, and 
the same is hereby, proposed, in ac- 
cordance with the eighteenth article 
thereof:— 


That section 26 of Article V., which 


reads as follows: "Section 26. All laws 
relating to courts shall be general 
and of uniform operation, and the or- 
ganization, jurisdiction, and powers of 
all courts of the same class or grade, 
so far as regulated by law, and the 
force and effect of the process and 
judgments of such courts, shall be uni- 
form; and the General Assembly is 
hereby prohibited from creating other 
courts to exercise the powers vested 
by this Constitution in the judges of 
tbe Courts of Common Pleas and Or- 
phans' Courts," be amended so that 
the same shall read aa follows:— 


Section 26. All laws relating to 


courts shall be general and of uniform 
operation, and the organization, juris- 
diction, and powers of all courts of 
the same class or grade, so far as regu- 
lated by law, and tbe force and effect 
of the process and judgments of such 
courts, sball be uniform; but, notwith- 
standing any provisions of this Consti- 
tution, the General Assembly shall 
have full power to establish new 
courts, from time to time, as the same 
may be needed in any city or county, 
and to prescribe the powers and juris- 
diction thereof, and to increase the 
number of judges in any courts now 
existing or hereafter created, or to re- 
organize the same, or to vest in other 
courts the jurisdiction theretofore ex- 
ercised by courts not of record, and to 
abolish the same wherever it may be 
deemed necessary for the orderly and 
efficient administration of justice.

tbe said section shall read as follows: 


Section 1. Every male citizen twen- 


ty-one years of age, possessing the fol- 
lowing qualifications, shall be entitled 
to vote at all elections, subject how- 
ever to such Jaws requiring and regu- 
lating the registration of electors as 
the General Assembly may enact. 


First. He shall have been a citizen 


of 
the United States at least one 
month. 


Second. He shall have resided in the 


State one year (or if. having previous- 
ly been a qualified elector or native- 
born citizen of the State, he sball have 
removed therefrom and returned, then 
six months), immediately preceding 
the election. 


Third. He shall have resided in the 


election district where he shall offer 
to vote at least two months immediate- 
ly preceding the election.

by successive numbers. The number 
01 judges in any of said courts, or in 
any countv where the establishment 
of an additional court may be author- 
ized by law, may be increased, from 
time to time, and whenever such in- 
crease shall amount in the whole to 
th.-ee. such three Budges shall compose 
a distinct and separate court as afore- 
«a?f1. which shall be 
numbered as 


aforesaid. 
In Philadelphia all suits 


shall be instituted in the said courts 
of common pleas without designating 
the number of the said court, and the 
several courts shall distribute and ap- 
portion the business among them in 
such manner as shall be provided by 
rules of court, and each court, to 
whicli any suit shall be thus assigned, 
shall have exclusive jurisdiction there- 
of, subject to change of venue, as shall 
be provided by law. 


In the county of Allegheny all the 


jurisdiction and powers now vested In 
the several numbered courts of com- 
mon pleas shall be vested in one court 
of common pleas, composed of all the 
judges in commission in said courts. 
Such jurisdiction and powers shall ex- 
tend to all proceedings at law and in 
equity which shall have been institut- 
ed in the several numbered courts, 
and shall be subject to such changes 
as may be made by law. and subject to 
change of venue as provided by law. 
The president judge of said court shall 
be selected as provided by law. The 
number of judges in said court may be 
by law increased from time to time. 
This amendment shall take effect on 
the first day of January succeeding 
its adoption.

Proposing an amendment to section 


eight, article nine, of the Constitu- 
tion of Pennsylvania. 
Secton 1. Be it resolved by the Sen- 


ate and House of Representatives of 
the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania 
in General Assembly met, That the fol- 
lowing is proposed as an amendment 
to the Constitution of the Common- 
wealth of Pennsylvania, in accordance 
with the provisions of the eighteenth 
article thereof:— 
Amendment to Article Nine, Section 
Eight. 


Section 2. Amend section eight, arti- 


cle nine, of the Constitution of Penn- 
sylvania, which reads as follows:— 


"Section 8. The debt of any county, 


city, borough, township, school dis- 
trict, or other municipality or incor- 
porated district, except as herein pro- 
vided, shall never exceed seven per 
centum upon the assessed value of the 
taxaule property therein, nor shall any 
such municipality or district incur 
any new debt, or increase its indebt- 
edness to an amount exceeding two per 
centum upon such assessed valuation 
of property, without the assent of the 
electors thereof at a public election in 
such manner as shall be provided by 
law; but any city, the debt of which 
now exceeds seven per centum of such 
assessed valuation, may be authorized 
by law to increase the same three per 
centum, in the aggregate, at any one 
time, upon such valuation," so as to 
read as follows:— 


Section 8. The debt of any county, 
city, borough, township, school dis- 
trict, or other municipality or incor- 
porated district, except as herein pro- 
vided, shall never exceed seven per 
centum upon the assessed value of the 
taxable property therein, nor shall any 
such municipality or district incur any 
new debt, or increase its indebtedness 
to an amount exceeding two per cen- 
tum upon such assessed valuation of 
property, without the assent of the 
electors thereof at a public election in 
such manner as shall be provided by 
law; but any city, the debt of which 
now exceeds seven per centum of such 
assessed valuation, may be authorized 
by law to increase the same three per 
centum, in the aggregate, at any one 
time, upon such valuation, except that 
any debt or debts hereinafter incurred 
by the city and county of Philadelphia 
for the construction and development 
of subways for transit purposes, or for 
the construction of wharves and docks, 
or the reclamation of land to be used 
in the construction of a system of 
wharves and docks, as public improve- 
ments, owned or to he owned by said 
city and county of Philadelphia, and 
which shall yield to the city and coun- 
ty of Philadelphia current net revenue 
in excess of the interest on said debt 
•r debts and of the annual install- 
ments necessary for the cancellation 
of said debt or debts, may be exclud- 
ed in ascertaining the power of the 
city and county of Philadelphia to be- 
come otherwise indebted: provided. 
That a sinking fund for their cancella- 
tion shall he established and maintain- 
ed.

POWER IN FALLS OF NIAGARA 


Only About 5.5 Per Cent. Being Util- 


ized—Many Industries Attracted 


by Electrical Conditions. 


A recent article in the Electrical 


World contains the following data re- 
lative to the utilization of the energy 
from Niagara Falls. Of the 5,000,000 
horse-power represented by Niagara 
Falls, only about 5.5 per cent, is being 
utilized. Of this, 126,800 horse-power 
is employed in electro-chemical pro- 
cesses, 56,200 horse-power for railway 
service, 36,400 horse-power for light- 
ing, 45,540 horse-power for various in- 
dustrial services, 12,300 horse-power is 
transmitted over more than one hun- 
dred miles, 33,500 horse-power 
be- 


tween 75 miles and 100 miles, 3,100 
horse-power 50 miles, 79,640 
horse- 


power between 10 and 30 miles, while 
145,400 horse-power is used locally, 
showing that many industries have 
been attracted to Niagara Falls be- 
cause of the favorable electric power 
conditions to be found there. 


Kites Old and New.

kites. They are generally store kites, 
made up of bird-like forms and vivid 
colors. This is not the kite of the 
boyhood of other days, when the boy» 
had unlimited fun.

Hauover then had a very important 


otticial known 
as provost-marshall. 


whose chity it was among other things 
to look after the military affairs of his 
bailiwick, apprehend deserter-, from 
Federal army, and so forth. 


Hanover's provost at that time was 


a German by tbe name of Henry 
Heiisrou. Possibly it was also a part 
of his duty to look after people iu civil 
life away from home aud unable or 
uuwilliug to give a satisfactory ac- 
count of themselves. At all eveuts i-o 
it seemed ou this occasion. He bluut- 
ly demanded to kuow our business in 
Hauover at that time of momeutous 
eveuts. The in formation vouch-safed 
seemed to satisfy his majesty, for he 
remarked that the party we were look- 
ing for passed through Hauover au 
hour or so before, defying his autboritv 
as a government official. 
In other 


words he stated that from all accounts 
the party we were looking for were 
desperate looking 
fellows, 
heavily 


armed, were uiouutea ou good hordes. 
aud iu his opinion were dangerous 
chaiacters. 


"My advice to you," he said, "is to 


let 'em aloueaud go home. If I failed 
to take 'em with the help of my guard 
much less cau you." My friend from 
Union township wilted at the stroug 
language of the marshal!. 


Hitting on his improvised sorrel in 


Center Square and somewhat impa- 
tient of the Provost's indifference to 
afford aid, the writer hereof asked : 


"la there uot oue man in this crowd 


willing to go with me on a hunt for 
the desperadoes ?" 


Three men promptly expressed their 


willingness to go. They were Simon 
Haner, John Epley and George Plank 
all residents of Franklin township, 
Adams county. All were good men 
and brave to a fault, hut none exhibit- 
ed any show of bravado. Two of the 
number, as was learned subsequently, 
were at the time connected with the 
government secret service, receiving 
compensation for the apprehension of 
soldiers absent from their commands 
without proper authority. 


Whatever the motive, those three 


men of courage lost no time getting 
their horees saddled and bridled, and 
reported themselves ready for tbe ex- 
pedition. Without loss of time the re- 
doubtable quartette sallied forth for 
tbe foiay, taking the main road leading 
from Hauover to York. 


About a mile east of Hanover, ou 


this main thoroughfare, was a fine 
plantation, then owned and occupied 
by a.farmer, Henry Bowman., The 
farm was iu a high state of cultivation. 
The house, a medium-size brick, stood 
a little back from the public road; the 
barn, one of those immense structures 
for which York, Adams, Lancaster 
aud other Pennsylvania counties iu 
the German belt are famous, stood at 
a safe distance farther south ; the big 
wagon shed, with its complement of 
coru cribs, carriage house, hog pen aud 
poultry bouse stood a few rods to the 
west. 
Surrounding all these was a 


substantial post aud rail feuce some 
five or six feet iu height. It is neces- 
sary to be thus particular iu order to 
understand what follows. 


Arriving at the Bowman farm-house 


a hasty inquiry developed the fact that 
a considerable number of farmers from 
Adams couuty bad taken refuge at 
the place temporarily, among them 
being the late George Stover and his j 
brother David, as also Mr. G. W.' 
Irvine, of Highland township. 
j 


The desperadoes had also come to!

they 
had

dered tbe ladies of tbe house to pre- 
pare them a good breakfast, that they 
should be quick about it, and that they 
were then regaling themselves at the 
farmer's well-supplied table. 


Satisfied that au investigation was 


desirable our party dismounted, tied 
our horses to the road-side fence, and 
filed into the farmer's near yard, aim- 
ing for an open space between the 
big barn and the wagon shed already 
referred to. Tied to the fence «t safe 
intervals were some 15 or 20 horsea, 
some of them feeding. 


Just *a our band reached a point op- 


posite the near entrance to the farm- 
house, and just as the writer espied 


a bead 


ou the writer hereof, who had pinion- 
ed his antagonist in a sort of death 
grapple, took deadly aim 
at 
Mr. 


Hauer aud discharged oue of his cart- 
ridges 
Toe ball passed through the 


fleshy part of the thigh aud buried it- 
self iu the calf of the right leg, inflict- 
ing a daugerous wound. 


The moment Mr. Hauer fell the ruf- 


fiaus threw up tbe sponge aud asked 
for mercy, at the same time surrender- 
ing their arms. 
The flow of blood 


rrom Mr. H.'s wouud was very pro- 
fur-e for a while but was h'ually stanch- 
ed aud controlled. 
Tufortuuately 


there was DO wagou or carriage with 
easy springs available at the time, so 
it was decided to make the suffering 
patient as couifoitable as possible iu 
tbe Bowman homestead until a doctor 
could be brought from Hauover. What 
to do with the villaius under the cir- 
cumstances was also a question. 


It was presently decided that one of 


tbe Adauii couuty men. Mr. Plauk, 
should assist the writer in getting the 
prisoners to a place of safety at Han- 
over, aud tbeu return witb a suitable 
conveyance to convey the wounded 
man to towu for surgical atteutjou, 
which program was carried out. 


But tbe villaius, uotwithstaudiug 


the fact tbat they had beeu disarmed, 
were iucliued to be obstreperous, de- 
claring they would rather die than 
submit to tbe humiliation of walking 
bacK to Hauover. 


'•Last evening, my larks. I was at 


your mercy ; conditions are different 
now. This moruiug you will foot it 
back to Hauover or take the conse- 
quences. 
Take your choice gentle- 


men '' 


The suggestion had the desired ef- 


fect. "Will you uot be so kind as to 
let us ride our horses ou the way back 
to Hauover?" 


"Only on couditiou that you do so in 


a way to make the return trip iu per- 
fect safety so far as we are concerned." 


The terms were quickly agreed to 


and tbe little procession started back 
under cover of their own shooting 
irons. The ride back to Hanover was 
made quicklv, safely and without 
special incident, except that the cul- 
prits were sullen aud morose. 


Intelligence of the capture of the 


men preceded our arrival and the erst- 
while timid official had regained his 
nerve. 


'•Diahmount," was the officers terse 


command to the crestfallen braves of 
tbat early Sabbath morning when they 
scornfully ignored the command of 
the local officer to give an account of 
themselves, as was his duty to de- 
mand. 


A careful search of their clothing 


for concealed deadly weapons, their 
names, ages, residences, military af- 
filiations as also their reasons for be- 
ing absent from their commands. 


This done they were hustled off to 


the local prison which was a veritable 
subterranean 
dungeon 
in 
Center 


Square under the local market house. 
Here they remained until tue follow- 
ing day (Monday) when they were 
brought to Gettysburg and placed in 
the county prison, where they remain- 
ed until the ensuing term of Court in 
August, 1864, at which time the grand 
jury promptly found true hills against 
both men for horse stealing. 
At the 


iustauce of the accused the case was 
continued. 
At the November term 


defendants were still unprepared for 
trial. Later, through their attorney, 
they asked to be released on personal 
bail. Application refused. A year or 
more later, as tbe writer thinks, the 
prisoners were released temporarily 
ou a money recognizance of six hund- 
red dollars each—$1200 iu all, which 
sum was promptly furnished, the 
money being placed in charge of the 
Couuty Commissioners, the same to 
be refunded in the event of their ac- 
quittal. 
It is hardly necessary to 


state tbat the meu failed to appear for 
trial. 
Accordingly the recognizance 


was declared by the Court forfeited 
April 18, 1865- 


The writer mauaged to obtaiu an al- 


lowauce of j-iO for use of the mau, 
Simon Hauer, out of the fund by way 
of reimbursement for surgical and 
medical services rendered by Dr. Eck- 
ert, of Hanover. The Court costs foot- 
ed up ?92.±2. Balance of the forfeited 
recognizance was later applied to the 
establishment of a law library. 


One fact of mterest learned after the 


battle at Bowmau's place aud the 
hearing before the Provost Marshall at 
Hauover on Sunday was that the men 
claimed to be from West Virginia, the 
name of the older man being Richard 
Welsh »ud the younger David R. Lin- 
ton, the latter being engaged to be 
married about that time. 
While in 


the Gettysburgjail the men sent for me 
ou several occasions with a view to a 
settlement, offering me considerable 
sums of money a» au inducement, ail 
or which were spurned.

The situation lias been complicated 


as a result of the circumstances at- 
tending the Democratic State Conven- 
tion at Alleutown a few weeks ago.

e\e of the convention and the circum- 
stances attending his retirement when 
his nomination for Governor was as- 
sured and generally expected, created 
a sensation without a parallel in Penn- 
sylvania politics. It was generally 
assumed and 
mauv circumstances 


pointed to the conclusion that the sit- 
uation was produced by a deal involv- 
ing 
Munsoti and other Democrats 


and the managers of the Pennsylvania 
Republican Machine. This continues 
to be the belief of many honest men, 
who are convinced not only that Sena- 
tor Grim, the Gubernatorial nominee 
of the Democratic party, owes his 
place to such a deal, but that he bad 
knowledge of how it was engineered 
and was a party to it. 


The purpose of this article is to offer 


all of the obtainable evidence bearing 
upon the matter to the peopleof Penn- 
sylvania, that they may better judge 
from a recital of such facts as are in 
the possession of the writer, whether 
or not these facts outweigh the circum- 
stantial evidence upon which earlier 
con elusions were reached and decision 
made to oppose at the polls the nom- 
inees of the Allentown Convention. 


A Harmony Deal. 


Following the election of last year, 


when the splendid result ot the per-

Responses were re- 
ceived fi-oin every section of the State, 
and Democrats who had not for years 
taken any interest in the party organ- 
ization expressed a willingness to co- 
operate in any movement calculated 
to rehabilitate the party and place it in 
a position to command general confi- 
dence. 


The original idea was that an eftort 


should be made to enlist the co-opera- 
tion of a number of earnest men in 
diflereut oarts of Pennsylvania with a 
view to inaugurating a contest Tor the 
purpose of capturing the machinery 
of the Democratic organization in the 
hands of Colonel GufTey and 
his 


friends. After much thought on the 
subject, however, it was deemed best 
to make an effort to bring about the 
desired result through harmonious re- 
lations with Colonel GufTey and LIB 
friends it it were found that they were 
in a receptive mood. 


With this end in view a conference 


was had with Colonel Guffey in .New 
York during the latter part of 1»09. 
The thought in uuind was frankly 
stated to the Colonel, and be being 
convinced that the men back of the 
movement were not seeking personal 
advantage or political preferment, 
agreed to join with some of those who 
had previously been regarded as his 
political opponents, in the proposed 
movement to rehabilitate the Demo- 
cratic party in Pennsylvania. It was 
then agreed that Colonel UufTey should 
discuss the matter with some of his 
close personal and political friends, 
and tbat he would arrange to meet 
some one representing Messrs. Mun- 
son, McCormick, Black and other anti- 
Uufleyites early in 1910 and consider 
the matter further. Pursuant to this 
aggreementC. La Rue Muuaon was 
designated ae the man to represent 
the several Democrats who had been 
regarded as the opponents of the 
Guffey organization.

arranged fur a conference, which wag 
composed of equal number* of the 
close associate* ut Colonel Uuflev an< 
those who bad been known as his op- 
ponents in recent coutests within the 
party. This conference was held in 
New York. It was agreed that the 
Democracy of Pennsylvania could no 
hope to succeed in the approachinj 
campaign unites factlousl differences 
wete obliterated and a more efleetiv- 
and harmonious organization perfect 
ed. The need tor this was apparent to 
everyone and tbe only debatable ques 
tiou was that of finding a favorable 
plan of haxiuouicing. After tnucl 
diecueeiou it was finally decided tha 
the best way to bring about the desired 
result was to nave Chairman Dewalt 
of the Democratic State Committee 
call a meeting of that body at Harris- 
burg, inviting thereto uot only all 01 
the members of the committee, but all 
of the Democratic County Chairmen 
as weil as a number of other leading 
Democrats iroiu different sections 01 
tbe State. It was then agreed, also, 
that, at the proposed meeting of tbe 
Democratic organization and leaders 
of Democratic thought at Harrisburg, 
provision should be made for tbe ap- 
pointment of a new committee, whose 
members should be authorized to eu- 
liet tbe co-operation of all Democrats 
of Pennsylvania in securing a more 
effective organization; and.j in order 
that the movement might be general 
and remove all suspicion of the thought 
that it was intended; to promote the 
leadersbipof any particular individual 
or faction, it was agreed that this com 
mittee should be empowered to solicit 
contiibutious to be used in strengthen 
ing toe organization, and that not 
more than one hundred dollars should 
be accepted from any one person to go 
into tbe proposed fund. 


Because of the fact that much of the 


factional disturbance among tbe Penn- 
sylvania Democrat* was due to condi- 
tions in Philadelphia no one from 
Philadelphia wan present at this New 
York conference. The oarticipauts 
were Democrats outside of Philadel- 
phia. Subsequently Charles P. Don- 
nelly, of Philadelphia, was told of the 
meetings that had been held and of 
the arrangements that had been made 
to bury pa«t differences within tne 
ranks of the Democracy of Pennsyl- 
vania, to reunite the warring interests 
and re-establisp the party by perfect- 
ing the organization and strengthen- 
ing ite facilities for fighting the com- 
mon enemy. Mr. Donnelly, represent 
ing the Philadelphia Democracy, ap- 
proved the plan and agreed to co-oper- 
ate with Colonel Guffey and bis 
friends and those who had previously 
been known as his opponents, in bring- 
ing about the desired result.

The plan was carried out to the 


letter. Chairman Dewalt issued the 
call of the meeting at Harrisburg and 
it was largely attended. The resolu- 
lution was presented and adopted ap- 
pointing a finance committee, headed 
by Vanee McUormick, of Harrisburg, 
to plan the* reorganization campaign 
and collect the funds—not in excess of 
one hundred dollars from any one in- 
dividual—necessary to carry on the 
work. 


Nothing had been said up to ibis 


present time by any one interested 
in the movement on tbe subject of 
candidates for the offices to be filled 
in Penqeylvania this year.

however, there was considerable dis- 
cussion regarding the most available 
candidate for Governor. 
fix-State 


Treasurer Berry was already in the 
field as an active aspirant for the 
Democratic nomination. Among the 
; friends of Colonel Guff ey he was not 
popular, and this was equally true 
among many of the earnest Demo- 
crats of tbe State who could not be re- 
garded as followers of Colonel Gufley. 
The initial reason for the opposition of 
tbe Guffey following to Berry for 
Governor was the attitude of Berry 
toward the Guffey organization in its 
opposition to the nomination of Bryan 
for President in 1908. Many of those 
who were not followers of the Guffey 
organization had knowledge of the 
financial transactions between Colo- 
nel Gufley and Mr. Berry during the 
time the latter was State Treasurer 
of Pennsylvania as well as of the re- 
lations of Mr. Berry while Treasurer 
to the Harrisburg Trust Company and 
they felt that if for no other reason, 
the stories of these deals if made pub- 
lic would discredit the candidacy of 
Mr. Berry among many people and 
put the Democratic party on the de- 
fensive in the approaching campaign. 
This latter fact was explained to Mr. 
Berry as a reason for opposition to 
him by many Democrats, but be said 
that be could explain the transactions 
to the satisfaction of his critics and 
that tbey in no way reflected upon 
bis conduct while State Treasurer. 


There was a general desire to unite 


upon *>oine man as a candidate for 
Governor who could not be regarded 
as a factionalism During the previous 
campaign, as will be remembered, C. 
La Rue MUD eon had been tbe candi- 
date for Judge of the Supreme Court. 
He bad never been active in politics 
and wa» not associated with any fac- 
tion ot the party. During tbe cam- 
paign ne made a vigorous canvass of 
the State, visiting every county and 
making many friends, with the result 
that when tbe vote was counted it 
was discovered that he bad carried 
tbe State outside of 
Philadelphia. 


This result prompted the suggestion 
from many quarters that he was the 
most available candidate for Governor 
and be was urged from all sides to 
content to the use of bU name for 
that purpose. 


The Slating ot Mnnson. 


As slated, Mr Mueson had not been 


•n active figure in politics. He bad 
lievei ii«en identified with tbe so-call- 
ed Guff ey organization; audit was 
well known that he had become con- 
vinced during the campaign of the 
previous year that this organization, 
iu many of rbe counties of the State, 
was worse than useless. Colonel Guf- 
fey, Senator Hall, and several of tbe 
most important members of tbe so* 
called Guffey organization were at 
Bret uot inclined to favor tbe candi- 
dacy of Muusou, but, after a great deal 
ot di^ciiesiou, aud iiudiug that there 
was a strong feeliug niuoug tbe Demo- 
crat*- of all factious tbrougbout the 
State iu favor of tbe nomination of 
Muusou, they came to the conclusion 
that he was tbe most available candi- 
date, aud announced their willingness 
to support him. 


They were influenced to this eon 


elusion largely by tbe demands from 
many Democratic couuty leaders and 
prospective candidates for the Legis 
lature who urged as a reason for their 
preference for Muusou tbe fact that he 
had, as a candidate for the Suprem 
Court Judgeship, carried their count 
let), that he had made many persona 
friends during bis canvass and that a 
a candidate for (Governor his leader 
ship would inspire many independeu 
voters anxious to defeat tne Pen rose 
machine. 
Tbis argument, coiniuj 


from all quarters of tbe State, final I 
won Colonel Gufley, Senator Hall an< 
the other chief backers of tbe Demo 
cratic organization, who bad. at th 
t>egiuDiug. thought of Senator D 
Walt, of Lehigh. or Senator Grim o 
Bucks, for the 'Democratic Guberna 
torial Domination. 


Mr. Munson. at tbe beginning of the 


effort to name him for Governor, dk 
not enthuse. The hard work of tbe 
jrevious campaign, together with tbe 
ttsults obtained, bad 
disheartenet 


iim, and be did uot much feel like 
again becoming a candidate for office 
and expending more of bis time aud 
means in that direction. He finally 
agreed, however—and 
KO stated pub- 


icly—that he would not become an 
active candidate for tbe Democratic 
nomination for Governor, but that if a 
majority of tbe delegates to tbe Demo- 
ratic Convention favored his nomi- 
nation he would accept. Privately 
Mr. Munson let it be understood that 
its desires did not run in the direction 
f the Governorship. He said that big 
m bit ion was to become a Judge and 
rankly stated to tbose in his conti- 
ence that be bad already sought, 
hrough friends, the aid of Senator 
'enrose to secure a Federal Judgesbip 
nould it be found possible to induce 
he President to name a Democrat 
rom Pennsylvania. 


When tnis became known, which 


was when Mr. Munson was first urged 
o consent to tbe acceptance of tbe 
nomination for Governor and after tbe 
eaders had agreed to favor him, it 
was agreed that should a Judgeship 
ome Munson's way in advance of the 
>emocratic primaries he could houor- 
bly accept it, but that onee the pri- 


maries were held aud the delegates to 
the Democratic State 
Convention 


elected with the understanding tbat 
Munson would accept their votes, he 
could uot iu honor accept a Federal 
Judgesbip should one be offered him. 


A Discordant Note. 


At the meeting of the Democratic 


State Committee called to launch the 
harmony program there was but one 
discordant note. That was produced 
by the friends of ex-State Treasurer 
Berry, who presented a resolution 
making it possible for candidates for 
delegates to the Democratic State Con- 
vention to state their preference for 
Governor, afford Democrats an oppor- 
tunity to instruct the delegates and 
binding the delegates so instructed to 
vote as ordered by their constituents. 


Ibis resolution had no sooner been 


introduced than it met with opposition, 
but the harmonizing influence of tbe 
occasion prevailed, theoppoaition was 
withdrawn and the resolution was 
adopted. 


This made it possible for any Demo- 


crat seeking a nomination to set up 
candidates for delegates at tbe primar- 
ies duly labeled with the name of their 
preference for Governor. It *as a fair 
proposition and calculated to insure a 
square deal. Following the meeting 
only two active aspirants for the Dem- 
ocratic nomination for Governor en- 
tered the race. 
They were ex-State 


Treasurer Berry and Senator Grim. 
It was made known, however, and 
clearly 
understood tbat C. LaRue 


Muusou would accept the nomination 
if it were tendered him. When the 
primaries were held tbe delegates set 
up by Mr. Berry were elected in a 
number of counties, but failed of elec 
tion in most cases where uninstructed 
delegates favorable to Munson were in 
tbe Meld, Senator Grim secured as 
mauy if not more delegates than Berry 
but it is safe to say that on the eve ot 
tbe Allentown Convention more than 
2UO of the .300 delegates to tbat gather-; 
i OK expected to vote for Munsnn on! 
the following day. 


Tbe sensational announcement of 


tbe declination of Munson to permit 
the use of his name shortly before 
midnight of the day before tne conven- 
tion and the subsequent nomination of 
Senator Grim Is history. Tbe circum- 
stances attending the Munson retire- 
ment bred all sorts of suspicion?, and 
appeared to warrant tbe general con- 
clusion that a despicable trick involv- 
ing a disreputable deal and intended 
to demoralize tbe Democratic party 
and make easy tbe election to tbe Gov- 
ernorship of a tool of the Penroee-Cou- 
tractors Machine had been perpetrat- 
ed. 


The Munson Fiasco. 


The facts of the Munsou fiasco, so 


tar M they were tuppoeed to discredit- 
ably involve any one prominent in the 


Democratic organization, are now 
known. Painstaking investigation has 
been made. Nothing has been taken 
for granted, and all of the circumstan- 
tial evidence pointing to duplicity and 
double-dealing aud involving one or 
more Deuj'>r.-r*tu yreseut at Allentowu 
dining couxeiitiun week, lias* bteu 
proven to be worthless as a means of 
connecting the Democratic leaders iu 
question with the unexpected declina- 
tion of Mr. Muusou on the eve of tbe 
Democratic State Convention, if Mr. 
Munsou was involved in any deal and 
impelled by any reasons other than 
tbose he has publicly stated for bis 
action, it was not with the knowledge 
of any member of the Democratic or- 
ganization, and none of whom were iu 
aujr way responsible for the panic iuto 
which the delegates to the Allentowu 
Convention were t'-irowu on the eve of 
tbe gathering. 


Immediately following tbe primary 


elections when it became known that 
the efforts of Berry and Grim to cap 
ture a majority of tbe delegates to the 
State Convention had failed, formal 
pledges of enough delegates to nomi- 
nate Mr. Muusou were made to the 
Williamsport man. 
He was given 


these pledges and assured of tbe sup- 
port not only of Colonel Gufley, Sena- 
tor Hall, Chae. P. Donnelly aud their 
friends, but many other Democrats 
who bad long been known as being out 
of harmony with tbe Guffey organiza- 
tion without the request of a single 
pledge involving the conduct of the 
campaign or the office of Governor 
should be win the election. His nomi- 
nation was assured, and he was con- 
sulted regarding tbe platformon which 
he wag to make the campaign, re- 
sponding with a series of planks cov- 
ering questions of State government. 


The impression that Mr. Muusou 


was a politician was never justified. 
He was not. He was a good mixer 
and an effective personal campaigner, 
but with little or no knowledge of 
larger than county politics except that 
obtained in ins canvass of the State in 
1909. 


The week before the Alleutowu Con- 


vention Munson was impressed by 
interview credited to ex-State Treas- 
urer Berry in which the latter was 
quoted as stating that if he did not 
get the Democratic nomination for 
Governor be would run as an inde- 
pendent candidate. 
That worried 


Munson. He figured that it was use 
less for him to take the Democratic 
nomination if Berry ran independ- 
ently, as that would divide the Dem- 
ocratic and independent vote, and in- 
sure the election of the Penrose candi- 
date. 


Governor was driving him to the 
grave, the Halm being made by ttiis 
person, who was in a position to knew, 
that it was a fact that Mr. Jiunaoo'a 
physical condition was such that any 
undue excitement was likely to result 
f4 tally. 


Senator Hall liuallv agreed that if 


this was true it was a valid excuse for 
the position Mr. Munson sought to as- 
sume, but stated that it was his judg- 
ment that Mr. MUDHOU could not af- 
ford to take it without consulting one 
of the best-known physicians in the 
country aud having him certify after 
an examination that it would jeopar- 
dize his life to make the campaign for 
the Governorship. 


Mr. Muusou agreed to this, aud Sen- 


ator ;iall parted with him with the 
understanding that he was to go to 
Alleutowu on Monday while Muoaon 
was to visit Dr. Muster in Philadel- 
phia, aud communicate the result of 
the medical examination to Hall at 
Alleutowu on Tuesday1 morning, and 
that failing to secure the physician's 
certificate justifying his position he 
would accept the nomination for Gov- 
ernor. 


Mr. Munsou visited Dr. Musseron 


Monday afternoon of convention week, 
with the result already known that he 
advised him that his condition was 
such that it would be dangerous for 
him to engage io any work involving 
great effort or excitement. 


Munson Gets Out. 


Mr. Muusou reached Williauisport 


on Mouday evening. He immediate! v 
wrote aud mailed to N. M. Edwards, 
who was iu Alleutowu, the letter de- 
clining the nomination as well as a 
brief note to Senator Hall telling him 
to see Mr. Edwards who would show 
him t'ie letter fully explaining his 
position. 


Senator Hall received nia short uote 


from Muusou early Tuesday morning. 


Munson Deals for Berry 


And so Mr. Muusou decided to play 


politics. He came to Philadelphia 
and conferred with Mr. Berry's man 
ager, Mr. Bouniwell, 
urging that 


gentleman to get hie man to stop run- 
ning for Governor and consent to ac 
cept a p'ace on the Democratic ticket 
for Lieutenant-Governor. Mr. Bonni- 
well doubted Mr. Munson'e ability to 
get Mr. Berry the nomination for 
Lieutenant-Governor, but Mr. Muu- 
son said he would try. 


Senator Hall, of Elk, was in Phila- 


delphia, and Mr. Munson conferred 
with him, pleading that Mr. Berry be 
slated for Lieutenant-Governor. Sen- 
ator Hall refused to agree to such a 
proposition. 
He said that nothing 


was agreed upon except that Mun- 
son was to be nominated for Gover- 
nor, and it would be up to the Allen- 
town Convention to decide upon tbe 
balance of tbe ticket. Mr Munsou 
appeared to assume that Senator Hall 
ould handle the office any way be 
wanted, an<t threatened to refuse to 
accept the nomination for Governor if 
Senator Hall would not agree to favo» 
ierry for Lieutenant-Governor. 


To this Hall replied that Munson 


lid not dare take such a step, that tbe 
delegates bad been elected, aud he 
had promised to accept if nominated, 
and that be could not get out of the 
race on tbe pretext that he would not 
un if Berry was not on tbe ticket 
with nim as tbe candidate for Lieu- 
enant-Governor. 


Munson Threatens 


Mr. Munson was much wrought up 
ver tbe situation. The weather was 
lot, and shortly after the interview 
with Senator Hall aud while on bis 
way to a train he was attacked by ver- 
igo, and became so dizzy that he had 
o be helped to his seat in a parlor car. 
iis illness continued and did not re- 
pond rapidly to the treatment of a 
Villiarnsport physician. He left Phil- 
del phia after this conference with 
Senator Hall on the Thursday pre- 


ious to the Allentowu Convention. 
On the following Sunday he again 


met Senator Hall by appointment at 
Atlantic City and informed him that 
be condition of bis health worried 
im: that in addition some private 
flairs natl taken a turn that made 
t inadvisable for him to continue in 
oiities, and be wished to be relieved 


of his promise to accept the Democrat- 
ic nomination for Governor. He asked 
Hall to acquiesce in this decision and 
look elsewhere for a candidate for 
Governor. 


Senator Hall positively declined to 


be a party to any such arrangemnt, 
and urged Mr. Munson to hold fast to 
bis original position—that if nomin- 
ated be would accept the Democratic 
nomination for Governor. 


Mr. Munson persisted and Senator 


Hail insisted that it was unfair to the 
Democrats of the State that Mr. Mun- 
son should think of declining at that 
late date. He told him be was un- 
necessarily alarmed about bis health 
and that he would be all right after a 
few weeks' rest. 


At this point in tbe interview a close 


relative of Mr. Munsou's who had been 
present during the interview appealed 
to Senator Hall to accept the declina- 
tion of Mr. Munson, urging that to 
force niui to make the campaign for 


He immediately sought Ed wards, who 
declared lie bad received no letter. Re- 
peatedly during the day Hall sought 
Edwards, aud as repeatedly Edwards 
visited the hotel desk and the post of- 
fice inquiring for the expected letter. 
Edwards was in thorough ignorance 
of the contents of tbe letter, aud al- 
though he was supposed to' be Mun- 
son's closest political friend, had re- 
ceived no information of the attitude 
assumed by Munson. 


Late on Tuesday evening a clerk in 


the Alleutowu hotel at which Edwards 
was stopping discovered tbat there 
was a letter for Edwards, that the let- 
ter bad been there all day, but that 
auother clerk bad misplaced it in the 
letter case, which accounted for the 
fact that it was not delivered earlier. 


The rest is history. Panic followed 


iu the ranks of the leaders and their 
friends. 
Futile efforts, which con- 


sumed several hours, were made 
through tbe telephone to induce Mun- 
son to recall his letter of declination. 
It was midnight of the day before tbe 
convention wbeu this effort was aban- 
doned because Munson persisted in 
his refusal to run, and the hasty deci- 
sion of the Democrats who favored 
Munson to turn to Grim and nominate 
him was made.

His letter 
to N. M. Edwards had been presented 
to the party leaders sboitly after six 
o'clock, tbe intervening time until 
close to midnight being consumed in 
personal appeals over tbe telephone to 
Munson, to withdraw his letter, Colo- 
nel Guffey, Senator Dewalt, Chas. P. 
Donnelly and all of the other leaders 
on tbe ground participating iu this 
fruitless effort. 


Gnffey Favored Berry. 


Shortly before miduignt there was a 


conference in Colonel Guffey's room. 
It was participated in not only by the 
close friends of Colonel Gufley, who 
bad long been identified with his con- 
trol of tbe Democratic organization, 
but by a number of others. Chas. P. 
Donnelly, of Philadelphia, suggested 
Congressman Palmer, of Stroudsburg, 
as the candidate for Governor and 
practically every man present agreed 
tbat he should be urged to take the 
place. Mr. Palmer, however, when 
urged, pointed to the fact that be was 
already a candidate for re-election to 
Congress and would not consent to run 
for Governor. Other names were can- 
vassed, including those of both Berry 
aud Grim. Of all the others considered 
none was at or uear Allentown aud it 
being doubtful that any of them would 
accept aud the convention being only 
a few hours oft' the choice finally nar- 
rowed down to Berry and Grim, both 
of whom were candidates aud both be- 
ing iu Alleutown. 
Several present 


who bad beeu opposed to tbe nomina- 
tion of Berry suggested taking him, 
urging that this plan would remove 
tbe natural suspicion so apparent un- 
der all of the circumstances, that the 
uame of Aluuson bad only been used 
to trick the voters and tbat his nomi- 
nation was never seriously considered 
by Colonel Gufley and his friends. 


Colonel Guffey was inclined to agree 


to this aud said be would if the others 
took the same view. They did not. 
Discussion followed of the original 
objection to Berry on account of the 
stories of his financial transactions 
with Colonel Guffey and the Hams- 
burg Trust Company while filling the 
office of State Treasurer, and it was 
finally decided to urge the nomination 
of Senator Grim, who was uot present 
during any part of the discussion and 
who did uot know of the decision 
reached until after it had been made.
